>Hello All, 

>Years ago I wanted to make a duplicate of a pistol grip I had. 

>I went to a hobby shop and bought some liquid rubber molding compound and a 
>liquid plastic (Epoxy). Also some coloring agent to make the replacement 
>stock the same as original. A total cost of about $15.00. 

> 

>All I did was paint a few coats of the liquid rubber over the original stock 
>and when it dried I peeled the rubber mold from the stock. Then I poured the 
>plastic in the mold and when that hardened I had a replacement of the 
>original grip.

>I don't know why this process wouldn't work for knobs also or any part that 
>you need a duplicate of.

This method worked for me also. One of the guys here at JPS (John, 
KE4QBR) used liquid rubber to make a mold of the "National" emblem on the 
front of my NC-173. (I had acquired a 2nd NC-173 that was missing the 
emblem.) He painted several coats of liquid rubber of the original, allowing 
each one to dry before applying the next one. He also attached a small piece 
of wood to the front of the mold as a stiffener. When the mold was dry he 
peeled the original emblem out and poured liquid plastic in and let it set. 
It resulted in a very good reproduction of the original emblem. When painted 
with silver and red paint it looks pretty good. Not as good as the original, 
but better than nothing. 

The main problem with this method is that it's just plain tedious. It 
takes a while to make the mold, and I doubt you could make very many pieces 
without tearing the mold up. But it's cheap and easy to try.

One product I have used on rust is Muriatic Acid. It is a very dilute 
solution of Hydrofluric Acid used to clean brickwork in fireplaces. (If we 
have any chemists on board, please jump in.) USE EXTREME CAUTION WITH THIS 
STUFF. Goggles-gloves-aprons and plenty of ventilation. ALSO, I DO NOT KNOW 
WHAT THIS WILL DO TO CHROME. I NEVER TRIED IT ON THAT. 

Many years ago my mother had a little dog that was diabetic and nearsighted. 
He was like the dog in Mark Twain's short story and he thought my mother's 
step stool was a fireplug. To restore this piece of equipment, I had to strip 
all the paint and then to get rid of the rust, I used Muriatic acid. It works 
slowly, and it does not replace the oxidized material. A rust pit is still a 
rust pit. But it is nice and shiny and can be primed without worry about the 
rust eating under the paint.

Hi Anchorites, 


My R390A has a squelch fitted to it which has been there since 1974 
according to a dymo label inside. There is an extra position on the 
function switch (not labelled on the panel) which follows the MGC 
position and which is an "AGC squelched" position. The squelch itself 
appears to be a relay and an extra tube fitted to the rear of the AF 
subchassis. The AGC system has been modified and the squelch does not 
work. 


The AGC mods as far as I can see consist of removal of AGC from the 
mixers and a change to the rectifier circuit to allow a small fixed 
delay. The AGC detector is now silly-stated. 

Does anyone know about the squelch fitted to these receivers? How does 
it work and was it a factory authorised mod? What sort of applications 
was it intended for?

Hello Gang: 


I have been looking over this Collins R-390A (s/n: 4168) that has an 
unusual modification added. It was obviously done at the depot level. 
The front panel is marked MWO11 5820 294 35/2. I see three obvious 
changes. 


There is a plug in module mounted on the crystal oscillator chassis 

that plugs into V-401 and marked "Manson C374-004-000 (V401) 1. There 
is a relay on the side of the module and V-401 is mounted on the other. 
Two wires lead to the underside and to the PTO where another sub-chassis 
has been added. The PTO is mounted about 1" further to the rear and 
there is another relay on the new sub-chassis. Finally there is an 
angle bracket on the rear panel with three BNC jacks marked A1J1 17mc, 
A132 PTO/Synth A133 9-17mc and and a three-pin connector marked J4 
control. This angle bracket is marked "Manson C374-001-000. 


Do any of you knowledgeable R-390A fellows have any idea what this mod is 
for? Obviously its some kind of frequency control but from that point on 
its a mystery to me.

A list member wrote: 


>amen to that! Every time I see this posted, 
>"make me an offer" I offer ten bucks... max... 


>I got my KWS1 for so cheap you would puke up 
>your supper.... 


>and NO WAY would I pay over $400 for a working 
>drake "B" line 


These things don't seem to go together. If you're the type that gets angry 
when someone else is being greedy by asking top dollar for a BA, you 
shouldn't turn around and gloat when you in effect steal something from 
someone for far less than the market will bear. 


Also, if you xreallyx object to someone saying "make me an offer," don't 
turn around and berate people for asking too much for a given piece of 
gear. Likewise, if you're a dyed in the wool "make me an offer" hater, 
don't use the price someone does set as a starting point, "making them an 
offer" for less than what they ask. 


If someone offers something on this list at a very good price, they're 
being GENEROUS, and should be thanked profusely. I see many instances of 
people selling things on this list that are priced far below what they 
could get. 


A case in point: A short while ago, a gentleman on this list offered a 
number of ARC-5 units for a package price of a little over $200. I saw it, 
and immediately wrote back saying I would like them if they weren't already 
taken. He responded saying that he already had more than 30 responses! ! 
It's a safe bet that he could have sold that equipment for much more than 
he asked. 


The point is that all the stuff we love is just merchandise. When you sell 
a prized BA to a total stranger on this list, that person might refurbish 
your equipment to better than new condition, lovingly incorporate it into 
his shack, and use it daily to handle traffic to a missionary in a third 
world country regarding medical emergencies. On the other hand, the person 
that buys your rig might throw it in the garage and then sell it to some 
other sucker, making an enormous profit. You just don't know. 


For those expecting to buy all their equipment at rock bottom prices, I 


would ask: 


1.) How would you handle selling a home or farm that you've owned for many 
years? It's very likely that it has wildly appreciated in value over the 
years. Would you hire a realtor to attempt to get you the going rate for 
your property? If a deserving family came along, would you be willing to 
sell it to them for close to what you paid, thus keeping a cap on rapidly 
escalating real estate prices? Remember, people have an even more emotional 
attachment to their homes than they do to BA's. 


2.) If your trading in your car and buying a new one, are you aggressive 
about getting a good deal, or do you simply trust the dealer to treat you 
fairly? 


3.) Are you in the stock market? When you sell a stock that has gone way up 
in value, do you feel guilty because you got so much more than you paid for 
it? 


Like it or not, the value of many BA's has gone up. I think it's laudable 
when people sell things reasonably, but there's nothing inherently wrong 
with people asking for top dollar. Personally, I find more fault with the 
folks that keep their eyeballs glued to the screen waiting to pounce on 
incredible deals before anyone else can respond. I don't respect those 
folks who stand around the area where people are unloading stuff to take 
into a hamfest or those who buy a table at hamfests solely to be there when 
things are being set-up, hoping to snarf up everything before anyone else 
gets a crack at it. I have little use for those who cruise estate sales, 
and contact widows of silent keys attempting to buy things for far less 
than they could bring. 


I truly think that many people do not know what their equipment is worth, 
and are startled when they receive an avalanche of e-mail when they post 
something at what they think is the going price. For people who are unsure 
of current values, I think there's nothing wrong with "make me an offer." 
Offer what you think is fair. I think the people who complain about this 
practice are simply angry that they might not get the equipment, or that 
they'd have to pay more than they'd like to. They're really out to take 
advantage of unsuspecting folks, which more often than not are widows or 
aging hams who are out of the loop, and not up on current values. 
Unfortunately, these older individuals are most likely on a fixed income, 
and could really use the extra money. 


"Make me and offer" is actually at the foundation of the way our country 
does business. It's at the heart of the stock and commodities markets. It 
comes into play whenver work is done on a bid. It's a matter of supply in 
demand. It drives the job market. It's called capitalism. It's the reason 
why our grocery store shelves are loaded with things to buy, and those in 
the former Soviet Union are bare.
